Mayor Bell May Settle the Troub* 
les in the Tunnel Road 
Company.

If Litigation is Enffaflrad in Dalay 
In Construollon Will ba 
Waary. 


The trouble of the Tunnel railroad 
company will probably be settled out 
•of court. 
Mayor Bèll has been ap­ 
pealed to by both aides of the contro­ 
versy and doubtless the mayor will 
accomplish a peaceable adjustment of 
the diilicultles. The Deam faction and 
also the Davies faction have implicit 
confidence in the ability of the mayor 
and he will probably be selected to ar­ 
bitrate the difficulties. 


Such a settlement seems to be the 
sensible solution of the trouble. 
The 
case started in the circuit court, even if 
. Mv. Deam should succeed in gaining 
his point, might iwssibly have the ef­ 
fect of freezing Charles G. Davies out 
of the company and Mr. Davies is the 
only man who thus far has auy money 
in the enterprise, with the exception 
of a few straggling dollars spent in the 
early commencement of work. 


A good many thousand dollars have 
been spent in right of way and con­ 
struction—not spent in reality for the 
work is unpaid thus far. 
Men are in 
need of their money and manv stories 
of enforced poverty are being heard on 
account of the* non-ap{)earance of the 
pay day booked to arrive this week. 


As soon as the trouble between the 
directors of the road is settled the cap­ 
ital IS ready to pay this construction 
work and to earry it forward. As long 
as the tight is on the construction will 
BtoD and the laborers and contractors 
will be outof the money which is theirs 
^nd which they need. 


The road at the present time would 
■ scarcely seem to t o of any great com­ 
mercial value and Its unsavory record 
as a debt defaulter will not add to its 
value. Benton Harbor is interested in 
the road and wants it, and the general 
impression 
is that a settlement is 
greatly to be desired. 


If Mayor Bell succeeds In bringing 
4ibout a compromise ho will have the 
thanks of the city and of both parties to 
the promised litigation as well. 


Litigation means that no more work 
^•ill be done on the road for a year; 


that the debts of the new company will 
remain unpaid. 
Compromise means that the railroad 
will be built and the debts of the new 
company paid.

Washington, June 18.—About S o'clock 
jr«8t«rday afternoon ex-Queen Lllluoka* 
lani filed the following ptoteat In* the 
office of the secretary of state. It was 
delivered into the hand« of Secretary 
Sherman by Joseph fieleluhe, represent­ 
ing the native Hawailans, duly commis­ 
sioned by two of their Patriotic leagues. 
Heleluhe was accompanied by Captain 
Julius A. Palmer, the American secre­ 
tary of Ltiliuokalanl. Sherman treated 
the bearers most courteously, but gave 
no* Indication of his action In the mat­ 
ter: 


I. LllloukalanI of Hawaii, by the will 
of Qod named heir apparent on the 10th 
day of April, A. D., 1887, and by the 
grace of Qod queen of the Hawaiian Isl­ 
ands on the 17th day of January, A. D., 
1893, do hereby protest against the rati­ 
fication of a certain treaty which, so I 
am Informed, has been signed at Wash­ 
ington by Messrs. Hatch, Thurston and 
Kinney, purporting to cede those Islands 
to the territory and dominion of the 
United States, I declare such treaty to be 
an act of wrong towards the native and 
part-native people of Hawaii, an invas­ 
ion of the rights of the ruling' chiefs, in 
violation of International rights both to­ 
ward my people and toward friendly 
nations with whom they have made 
treaties; the perpetuation of the fraud 
whereby the constitutional government 
was overthrown; and, finally, an act of 
gross injustice to me. 


ICefferM to tlie Willi* Re|iort. 


“Because the ofTlcial protest made by 
me on the 17th d.ay of January, 1893, to 
the so-caled provisional government was 
«igned by me and received by said gov­ 
ernment with the assurance that the case 
waa referred to the United States of 
America for arbitration. 


"Because, that protest and my com­ 
munications to the United States gov­ 
ernment immediately thereafter express­ 
ly declare that I yielded my authority 
to the forces of the United States. In or­ 
der to avoid bloodshed, and because I 
recognised the futility of a conflict with 
so formidable a power. 


“Because, the presrfdent of the United 
States, the secretary of state and an 
envoy commissioned by them reported 
In official documents that my govern­ 
ment was unlawfully coerced by 
the 
forces, diplomatic and naval, 
of 
the 
United States: that I was at the date of 
their Investigations the constitutional 
ruler of my people. 
**The Ju»t Power« of the Government,'' Ete. 


“Because, such decision of the recog­ 
nised magistrates of the United States 
was ofndally communicated to me and 
to Sanford B. Dole, and said Dole’s res­ 
ignation requested by Albert S. Willis, 
the recognized agent and minister of the 
government o fthe United States. 


“Because, neither the above named 
commission nor the government which 
sends It has ever received any such au­ 
thority from the registered voters of 
Hawaii, but derives Its assumed powers 
from the so-called committee of public 
safety, organized on or about said 17th 
day of January, 1893, said committee be­ 
ing composed largely of petsons claim­ 
ing American citizenship, and not one 
iringle Hawaiian was a member thereof 
or in any way participated in the dem­ 
onstration leading to its existence. 


“Because, my people, about 40,000 In 
number, bave in no way been consulted 
by those, 3,000 In number, who claim 
the fight to destroy fne Independence of 
Hawaii. My people constitute four- 
lllfths of the legally qualified voters of 
Hawaii, and excluding those imported 
for the demands of labor about the same 
proportion of the Inhabitants. 


CONFI8CATK8 THK CROWN LANDS. 


Rob» Ker o f Her Hereditary Property and 
Ignore« National Oood Faltli. 


''Because, aaid treaty Ignores not only 
the civic rights of my people but, fur­ 
ther, the hereditary property of their 
chiefs. Of the 4,000,000 acres composing 
the territory aald treaty offers to annex, 
1,000,000 (or 915.000) acres has In no way 
been 
heretofore 
recognized as other 
than the private property of the consti­ 
tutional monarch, subject to a control 
in no way differing from'other itemi of 
a private estate. 


“Because, It is proposed by said treaty 
to confiscate said property, technically 
called the Crown lands, those legally 
entitled thereto either now or in succes­ 
sion receiving no consideration what­ 
ever for estates their title to which has 
baen always undisputed and which is 
legitimately In my name at this date. 


"Because, said treaty ignores not only 
all professions of perpetual amity and 
good faith made by the United States 
in former treaties with the sovereigns 
representing th# Hawaiian people, but 
all treaties made by those sovereigns 
with other and friendly powers, and it 
Is thereby In violation of international 
Uw. 


‘‘Because, treating with the parties 
claiming at this time the right to cede 
said territory of Hawaii, the govern­ 
ment of the United States receives such 
teiTltory from the hands of those whom 
Its own magistrates (legally elected by 
the people of United States and In office 
In 18»3) 
pronounced 
fraudulently In 
power and unconstitutionally rullnc Ha- 


“Therefore, I, Lllluokalanl of Hawaii, 
do hereby call upon the president of that 
nation to whom alone I yielded my 
property and my authority to withdraw 
said treaty (ceding said islands) from 
further 
consideration.

BUTTER SHIPMENTS TO ENGLAND. 


Result off the Experiment to Extend Our 


Dairy Export Trade. 


Washington, June 18.-—The results of 
the first shipment of butter ever made 
by this government to foreign markets, 
this time to England, have been com­ 
municated to Secretary Wilson in an of- 
clal report from the experts who man­ 
aged the experimental exportation. The 
data Is of significance to dairying Inter­ 
ests and as an Inrflcation of what may 
be expected In the development of mar­ 
kets for these products. The report says 
It Is evident that unless the retailers can 
be reached without much extra expense 
in transportation, so that better relative 
prices can be rejillzed, eastern creameries 
cannot yet i^fford to consider thequestlon 
of exporting their products. 


Opinions of English Judges 
Indicate 
that one-quarter ounce of salt to the 
pound of butter will be enough to use 
for this market. 
Cubical boxes were 
much preferred by the wholesalers, who 
paid a conslderaiile difference for It in 
that shape. Small packages %vere not In 
favor with them, and although scoring 
highest as to quality the thirty-pound 
tubs, sold as “quarters” of twenty-eight 
pounds, brought only 17% 
cents 
per 
pound, and five-pound boxes and prints 
less than 16 cents. The wholegalers paid 
18 1-5 cents for the Iowa butter in cubi­ 
cal boxes, and for the identical butter 
in Welsh or sixty-pound creamery tubs 
they paid only 17^ cents.

MONASTERIES OF METEORA.

An ExtnMrdinary 8<^ne on the Macedo­ 
nian Frontier. 


Between the curve of the Macedo* 
nian frontier of the mountains of Khas- 
sia and the open town of Kulabaka, 
which terminates the long western 
plain of Thessaly, lie the monasteries 
of Meteora. A casual glance gives the 
idea of the whole space being occupied 
by lines of bare hills, bnt on a nearer 
inspection a curious amphitheater is 
found, carved out among the moun­ 
tains, and this is occupied by a most 
extraordinary collection of rocks, on 
which are perched, like storks’ n^ts 
or the turban on a Turkish tombstone, 
the aerial monasteries of Meteora. In 
one place a huge monolith is found lit­ 
erally crowned w’ith buildings, as in the 
case of the monastery of All Saints, 
popularly known as Haglos Barlaam; in 
another a group of jagged rocks will 
have one point capped by a monastery, 
as is seen in S t Nicholas. The most 
striking feature about these monaster­ 
ies is the method by which they are 
reached, either by loose ladders hanging 
outside the pernendicular rocks or by 
Leing t?ound up ny means of a windlass 
in a net at the end of a rope. 


From its beautiful., position, its size 
and the fair preflCrvation of its build­ 
ings the monastery of Haglos Barlt\am 
Is ajeiy food specimen of th^ife fifteenth 
cbijtury monasteries, but what makes 
this one of especial interest is that 
the ropo is said to bo the longest used 
for the purpose—340 feet. The ladders 
to this monastery are not b o difficult 
to climb as some, but inasmuch as tliey 
pull out every time you grip them and 
oscillate frightfully it is pleasanter to 
risk tiie net. 


The monastery of Haglos Nikolaos 
appeared to bo in a totally dilapidated 
condition and entirely deserted when 
wo visited Meteora, while the ladders, 
which rise from a neigliboring peak and 
hang from the bare rock, are impractica­ 
ble. 
All these monasteries are under 
tlie archimandrite, a man of command­ 
ing presence and saintly countenance. 
The village of Kastraki is jamme<l in 
botw’oen the outer rocks of this curious 
amphitheater, and in the slit of this 
rocky wall at the back of the village 
stands a most peculiar hourglass look­ 
ing monolith. The rocks on either side 
are perforated with 
strange holes, 
which in the fourteenth century were 
inhabited by the monks of St. Anthony. 
—Loudon Illustrated News.

the treaty cannot be ratified at the pres­ 
e n t aeitrion if there is any such opposi­ 
tion as la promised. The progrramme now 
la that the treaty will be reported from 
the committee, and after the tariff bill 
lias passed it will be called up. The sen­ 
ate will be asked If a time for a vote can 
be fixed, and upon objections belns made 
by the opponents of the treaty its friends 
will say they are content to allow It to 
lie over until the next session. One rea­ 
son for not pressings the treaty In the 
face of opposition Is that the sentiment 
which may be only partially opposed 
to the treaty will be crystallaed, which 
is not desirable. It is also believed that 
senators w h o 'are now undecided may 
become influenced favorably after ma­ 
ture consideration and after flndingr out 
w hat the drift of sentiment is in their 
ftates. 
It is well known- that senators 
cannot be held here after the tariff bill 
Is passed in the hot weather. 
Wh«re th« Op|>u»ltioti Will Com» From 
Opposition to the annexation project 
has broken out much more violently 
than was anticipated by the administra­ 
tion, and the treaty will be roughly 
handled when It comes up in the senate 
for ratification. 
W hether this opposi­ 
tion will be able to muster sufliclent 
strength In that body to defeat ratifica­ 
tion Is a speculative problem. 
The 
strongest and most dangerous opposition 
will come from two sources—those who 
are against the acquisition of remote 
territory by the United States and op­ 
posed on principle to the embarkation 
by this government upon colonlztation 
schemes, and .second, those who will 
fight annexation on the plea that the 
cheap labor of the Hawaiian islands

Heleluhe was accompanied by Captain 
Julius A. Palmer, the American secre­ 
tary of Liliuolcalani. Sherman tireated 
the bearers most courteously, but gave 
no indication of bis action in the m at­ 
ter: 


'*1, Lilioukalani of Hawaii, by the will 
of Qod named heir apparent on Ihe lOtb 
day of April, A. D., 1887. and by the 
grace of God queen of the Hawaiian isl­ 
ands on the 17th day of January, A. D., 
1893, do hereby protest against the rati<^ 
Acation of a certain treaty which, so I 
am informed, haa been signed at Wash* 
Ington by Messrs. Hatch, Thurston and 
Kinney, purporting to cede those islands 
to the territory ai|d dominion of the 
United States, I declare such treaty to be 
an act of wrong towards the native and 
part-native people of Hawaii, an invas­ 
ion of the rights of the ruling chiefs, in 
violation of international rights both to­ 
ward my people and toward friendly 
nations with whom they have made 
treaties; the perpetuation of the fraud 
whereby the constitutional government 
was overthrown: and. Anally, an act of 
rross injustice to me. 
/ 
K«r«ni to the IVIIlla Report. 
“Because the official protest made by 
me on the 17th day of January. 1893. to 
the so-caled prov^onal government was 
«igned by me and received by said gov­ 
ernment with theassurance that thecase 
was referred to the United 'States of 
America for arbitration. 


“Because, that protest and my com­ 
munications to the United States gov­ 
ernment immediately thereafter express­ 
ly declare that I Vielded my authority 
to the forces of the United States, in or­ 
der to avoid bloodshed, and because I 
recognised the futility of a conAIct with 
so formidable a power. 


"Because, the president of the United 
States, the secretary of state and an 
envoy commissioned by them reported 
In official documents that my govern­ 
ment was unlawfully coerced by the 
forces, diplomatic and naval, 
of the 
United States; that 1 was at the date of 
their investigations the constitutional 
ruler of my people. 
**Th« Just 1*0went of the Government,'' Ete. 


“Because, such decision of the recog­ 
nised magistrates of the United States 
was officially communicated to me and 
to Sanford B. Dole, and said Dole's res- 
iinnation requested by Albert S. Willis, 
the recognized agent and minister of the 
government o fthe United States. 


“Because, neither the above named 
commission nor the government which 
sends it has ever received any such au­ 
thority from the registered voters of 
Hawaii, but derives its assumed powers 
from the so-called committee of public 
safety, organised on or about said 17th 
day of January, 1893, said committee be­ 
ing composed largely of persons claim­ 
ing American cltiasenship. and not one 
iringle Hawaiian was a member thereof 
or in any way participated In the dem­ 
onstration leading to its existence. 


“Because, my people, about 40,000 in 
number, have In no way been consulted 
by those, 3,000 in number, who claim 
the right to destroy fne independence of 
Hawaii. My people constitute four- 
Aifths of the legally quallAed voters of 
Hawaii, and excluding those imported 
for the demands of labor about the same 
proportion of the Inhabitants. 


CONFISCATES THE CBOWN 1.ANOS. 


Robs Her o f Her Hereditary Property and 
Ignores National Good Faith. 


“Because, said treaty ignores not only 
the civic rights of my people but, fur­ 
ther, the hereditary property of their 
chiefs. Of the 4,000,000 acres composing 
the territory said treaty offers to annex, 
1.000.000 (or 915,000) acres has In no way 
baen 
heretofore 
recognised as other 
than the private property of the consti­ 
tutional monarch, subject to a control 
in no way differing from other Items of 
a private estate. 


“Because, it Is proposed by said treaty 
to conflscate said property, technically 
called the Crown lands, those legally 
entitled thereto either now or in succes­ 
sion receiving no consideration what­ 
ever for estates their title to which has 
bten always undisputed and which is 
legitimately in my name at this date. 


“Because, said treaty Ignores not only 
all professions of perpetual amity and 
good faith ma4e by the United States 
In former treaties with the sovereigns 
representing the Hawaiian people, but 
all treaties made by those sovereigns 
with other and friendly powers, and it 
Is thereby in violation of international 
law. 


“Because, treating with the parties 
claiming at this time the right to cede 
said territory of Hawaii, the govern­ 
ment of the United States receives such 
territory fr*m the hands of those whom 
Its own magistrates (legally elected by 
the people of United States and In office 
in 1893) pronounced fraudulently in 
power and unconstitutionally ruling Ha.

BUTTER SHIPMENTS TO ENGLAND. 


Mesttit o f the Experiment to Extend Our 
Dairy Export Trmle. 


Washington, June 13.—The results of 
the Arst shipment of butter ever made 
by this government to foreign markets, 
this time to England, have been com­ 
municated to Secretary Wilson in an of- 
clal report from the experts who man­ 
aged the experimental exportation. The 
data Is of slgnlAcance to dairying Inter­ 
ests and as an Indication of what may 
6e expected |n the development of mar­ 
kets for these products. The report says 
It Is evident that unless the retailed can 
be reached without much extra expense 
in transpprtatlon, s>o that better relative 
prices can be realized, eastern creameries 
cannot yet afford to consider thequestlon 
of exporting their products. 


Opinions of English Judges indicate 
that one-quarter ounce of salt to the 
pound of butter will be enough to use 
for this market. 
Cubical boxes were 
much preferred by the wholesalers, who 
paid a, considerable difference for It In 
that shape. Small packages were not In 
favor with them, and although scoring 
highest as to quality the thirty-pound 
tubs, sold as “quarters” of twenty-eight 
pounds, brought only 17% 
cents 
per 
pound, and Ave-pound boxes and prints 
le^ than 16 cents. The wholesalers paid 
18 1-5 cents for the Io%va butter in cubi­ 
cal boxes, and for the Identical butter 
in Welsh or sixty-pound creamery tubs 
they paid only 17^^ cents.

MONASTERIES OF METEORA. 


An Extraordinary Secne on the Macedo­ 
nian Frontier. 


Between the curve of tlie Macedo­ 
nian frontier of the mountains of Khas- 
sia aurl the open town of Kalabaka, 
which terminates the long western 
plain of Thessaly, lie the monasteries 
of Meteora. A casual glance gives the 
idea of the whole space being occupied 
by lines of bare bills, but on a nearer 
inepeetion a curious amphitheater is 
found, carved out among the momi- 
tains, aud this is occupied by a most 
extraordinary collection of rocks, on 
which are perched, like storks’ nests 
or the turban on a Turkish tombstone, 
the aerial monasteries of Meteora. In 
one place a huge monolith is found lit­ 
erally crowned with buildings, as in the 
case of the monastery of All Saints, 
popularly kuo^yu asHaglos Barlaam; iu 
gllQther a group of jagged rocks will 
have o»e point capped 
a monastery, 
as |s seen in St Nicholas. The most 
striking featuK^ aboyt tliesij juguaater- 
ies is liie methdd by which they are 
reached, either by loose ladders hanging 
outside the perpendicular rocks or by 
being wound up by means of a windlass 
iu a net at the end of a rope. 


From its beautiful position, its size 
•nd the fair preservation of its build­ 
ings the monastery of Haglos Barlaam 
is a very good specimen of these fifteenth 
century monasteries, but what makes 
this one of especial interest is that 
tlie rope is said to bo the longest used 
for the purpose—340 feet. The ladders 
to this monastery are not so difheult 
to climb as some, but inasmuch as they 
pull out every time you grip them and 
oscillate frightfully it is pleasanter to 
risk the not. 


The monastery of Haglos Nikolaos 
appeared to bo in a totally dili^idated 
condition and entirely desertetl when 
we visited Meteora, while the ladders, 
which rise from a neighboring peak and 
hang from tbe bare rock, are impractica­ 
ble. 
All these uiouasterie.s are under 
the archimandrite, a man of command­ 
ing presence and saintly oonntenance. 
The village of Kastraki is jammed in 
between the outer rocks of this curious 
amphitheater, aud iu the slit of this 
rocky wall at the back of the village 
stands a most peculiar hourglass look­ 
ing monolith. The rocks on either side 
are perforated with 
strange holes, 
which in the fourteenth century were 
inhabited by the monks of St. Anthony. 
—Loudon Illustrated News.
